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The Hub is up and running

LAST Friday saw an¬ 
other milestone passed 
at the new Hub youth 
club in Lyme Regis, as 
it opened its doors for 
its first youth cafe ses¬ 
sion. 

The InSPARation Youth 
Cafe moved to The Hub on 
Friday for the first time 
since the former Boys’ 
Club building was secured 
for the local community by 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, which has been 
working in conjunction 
with the Woodroffe 
School, Dorset County 
Council and Lyme Regis 
Town Council. 

It is hoped that by mov¬ 


ing the youth cafe to The 
Hub, its former home in 
Church Street can be used 
to generate income for the 
on-going running costs of 
the youth club. 

Dorset County Council’s 
Early Invention Services 
provided staff for the first 
cafe session at The Hub, 
which almost 50 excited 
young people attended. 

Overwhelmed 

Dorset County Council’s 
area youth worker, James 
Ward-Rice, said: “We 
were delighted to see such 
a good turn out and gen¬ 
uinely overwhelmed by 
the level of excitement. 
There were nearly twice as 
many young people than 


we have been seeing on 
Friday evenings at the old 
site. 

“Our challenge over the 
next few weeks will be to 
manage this enthusiasm 
and work with young peo¬ 
ple and local residents to 
make the most of being 
able to operate from a big¬ 
ger space.” 

In order to be ready for 
the first session, young 
people spent part of their 
summer holidays decorat¬ 
ing the cafe drop-in area. 
Having chosen the name 
of The Hub, the young¬ 


sters also decided on the 
type of furniture and fit¬ 
tings they wanted. They 
will now be making deci¬ 
sions about the type of ac¬ 
tivities they would like to 
participate in. 

Big milestone 
Chairman of The Hub 
Development Group, 
Councillor Mark Gage, 
said: “This is a really big 
milestone for the project. 
What had become a de¬ 
serted and useless building 
within our town is once 
again starting to play a part 
in the life of our commu- 
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nity and has taken the first 
step in providing much 
needed services to the 
young people of our town 
and the wider area. 

“We could not have got 
this far without the fantas¬ 
tic support of all involved. 
All of this has been co-or¬ 
dinated and project man¬ 
aged by Lyme Regis 
Development Trust. This is 
an example of a real com¬ 
munity project and would 
not be the success it is 
without the amazing en¬ 
gagement of all of the var¬ 
ious individuals and 
groups involved.” 

However, Councillor 
Gage reported that it has 
not been all good news for 
The Hub over the past 
week, as following meet¬ 
ings with county council

from the county council 
regarding a road closure to 
complete the work, despite 
being previously advised 
that a closure would not be 
required. 

The Hub is now working 
with the town council to 
co-ordinate the closure to 
be held at the same time as 
one needed for repairs to 
the Guildhall, which may 
not be until January 2012. 

Councillor Gage added: 
“We will be doing every¬ 
thing in our power to en¬ 
sure that this delay does 
not unduly affect the roll 
out of more services into 
the building”.

Mr Dixon added that a 
new entrance to The Hub 
would aim to keep noise 
levels on a minimum.

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ARTIST Richard Butterworth talks to the View 
from this week about his life, career and his cur¬ 
rent exhibition. 

Throughout October Richard will be exhibiting 
at Fuggles Gallery at Mangerton Mill. The exhibit 
features a mixture of work, old and new, with 
highlights including Richard's take on Bridport, 
West Bay and the Jurassic Coast. 

In a busy career Richard has studied Graphic Art 
at the Winchester School of Art, been a TV Art Di¬ 
rector, exhibited in various galleries in London 
and Dublin, as well as being included in collec¬ 
tions in the United States, Holland and Spain. 

Richard has spent large parts of his life living in 
Spain and in 1987, he was commissioned by the 
Junta of Andalucia's Council of Tourism to paint 
14 posters of the major Andalucian cities, such as 
Seville, Granada, Cadiz and Almeria. Richard re¬ 
turned to England in 1996 and subsequently 
moved to Scotland, but in 2006 he returned to 
Bridport. 

Richard continues to paint daily in many medi¬ 
ums such as gouache, oil, watercolour and met¬ 
als. 


■ WHAT is the theme of your current exhibition? 

It’s rather a load of mothballs really. We put in some 
pretty old work, which was very geometrical ethnic 
work, which I did while living around Cordoba and 
Granada, but most of it is more recent work. I’ve been 
really enjoying doing paintings of Bridport and West 
Bay. 

■ WHEN did you first realise you were an artist? 

Well either before I was born or very close to it. That’s 
rather a difficult question. I began to realise that I wasn’t 
much good at anything else. You’ve got to have a lan¬ 
guage and for me it wasn’t reading books or writing 
them, it was visual forms like stmcture, shape and colour, 
that really made a big impression on me. 

■ HAVE you always been a creative person? 

Very much so, although it blossomed later on. It wasn’t 
until after Art College in Winchester that I realised there 
was much more to it than I knew before and I became 
more mature in my work and created some reasonably 
good pictures. 

■ ARE you inspired by architecture? 

I was when I was working for the Spanish government, 
because I had to refer to it. If you are asked to do a com¬ 



posite of Cadiz or Seville for instance then you’ve got to 
take in what’s there, you can’t invent anything so you’re 
pretty stuck. 


■ HOW did you become a television Art Director? 

I started off in television years back, fresh from art col¬ 
lege. I worked for Rediffusion Television in the art de¬ 
partment initially but I found the work was rather 
repetitive so I moved to Southern Television where I was 
Art Director. That was nice because I’m very fond of 
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boats and the coast. From there I went on to Irish televi¬ 
sion, which of course was my home. From there I even¬ 
tually had to go back to Spain, because I’d had enough of 
wearing suits and ties. 

■ WHAT does the role of an Art Director in TV in¬ 
volve? 

Well you’ve got to promote programmes mainly, and 
there are a lot of staff involved to help you do that. Of 
course, being a naughty boy, I liked to give myself the 
best work. 

■ DID you find that tested your artistic skills? 

Oh yes, anything for a challenge. It was great fun. You’ve 
got to get all the information together and then find some¬ 
thing that gives it an atmosphere. Photographs in those 
days didn’t give you much atmosphere and so you had to 
invent that in whatever way you could. 

■ IS this a good time of year to exhibit? 

I don’t know what is a good time of year at the moment 
because we are in a bit of a problem financially. It’s pretty 
tough for us artists because the last thought people will 
have is to buy a painting. People need to buy food and 
pay for their houses, they get involved with more serious 
matters perhaps. 

■ WHAT do you think of the arts scene in Bridport? 

It’s pretty going here I must admit. Years ago it wasn’t 
but now we are scoring a few points here I think, but 
money of course is the problem.

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Medical Centre: Statement from NHS 


IF Dr Ian Conway is evicted from the Lyme Regis med¬ 
ical centre as a result of the dispute over the ownership 
of the building, another local GP, Dr Forbes Watson, will 
oversee the operation of the centre on a temporary basis. 

This is the latest twist in the long-running dispute over 
the medical centre, contained in a letter to this newspaper 
as we were going to press from Paul Sly, chief executive 
of NHS Dorset. 

The letter stated: “As your readers may be aware, there 
have recently been a number of stories in the local media 
concerning Lyme Regis Medical Centre. 

“As a result of the coverage we have received corre¬ 
spondence from a number of local people, and would like 
to take this opportunity to clarify the situation. 

“The eviction proceedings that have been reported are 
a result of the dispute between Dr Conway and the own¬ 
ers of the building. NHS Dorset, the Primary Care Trust, 
does not have any influence on the legal dispute between 
Dr Conway and the owners of the centre as we do not 
own the premises. 

Dr Conway is an independent contractor, contracted by 
NHS Dorset to provide primary medical services and 


community services. It is a requirement of this contract 
that GPs must have suitable and adequate premises from 
which to provide services. Should the eviction take place 
and Dr Conway is unable to provide these services, either 
from the centre or suitable alternative premises, NHS 
Dorset will regrettably have no option but to terminate 
his contract and secure an alternative provider to ensure 
that services are uninterrupted. We can assure you that 
this situation has no bearing on Dr Conway’s abilities as 
a doctor. 

“We understand that, should the above circumstances 
arise, it could be unsettling for Dr Conway’s patients, but 
we would like to reassure them that NHS Dorset is doing 
everything that it reasonably can, to ensure minimal dis¬ 
ruption to local services, and to make any transition as 
smooth as possible. We have approached a number of 
local providers to identify who could provide temporary 
cover while a tendering process for a permanent provider 
is being undertaken. Following this activity NHS Dorset 
is now working with Dr Forbes Watson, a local GP.” 

Dr Watson has stated: “I am working with NHS Dorset 
to ensure that all patients continue to receive high quality 


care. Should the eviction proceed, I will be overseeing 
the operation of the medical centre on a temporary basis 
and would like to reassure my current patients that I will 
continue to provide the same levels of service from Lyme 
Bay Practice. I will also aim to improve collaboration 
across all services during this period.” 

“We will write to all patients registered with The Lyme 
Practice once we have clarification on how we will pro¬ 
ceed. 

“Should anyone have a query about the legal situation 
and potential eviction, I would ask that you direct these 
to Dr Conway or Dr Andrew Llewellyn as we are not able 
to respond as we are not a party in this legal dispute.” 

♦ In response to question concerning the payment of rent 
at the medical centre, NHS Dorset issued the following 
statement earlier in the week: “In line with national re¬ 
quirements, which are set out in the NHS Premises Di¬ 
rections, NHS Dorset pays GPs an amount to cover the 
cost of their premises in the form of a notional rent which 
is set by the District Valuer. NHS Dorset confirms that it 
has been paying Dr Conway notional rent.” 


Expensive fishing 
equipment stolen 
from moored boat 

ABOUT £1,100 worth of fishing equipment was stolen 
from a boat moored in Lyme Regis harbour on Tuesday, 
September 26th. 

Five fishing rods worth £100 each, a fish finder worth 
£300 and a GPS system worth a further £300 were 
taken from the boat "Dream Catcher". 

Owner Alex Wicken was critical of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council following the incident, claiming the au¬ 
thority won't take any responsibility for boats that pay 
to be moored in the harbour. 

He said: "We pay all this money, about £600 or £700 
for a mooring, and we don't get a service for it. We 
abide by their rules but they won't take any responsi¬ 
bility for the boats." 

He warned others not to leave expensive items in 
their boats.

'outstanding' Ofsted 
report for second time

THE Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis 
has been named “outstanding” by Of¬ 
sted inspectors for a second time in a 
row. 

The inspectors graded the school out¬ 
standing for 26 out of 28 judgments, 
and awarded it a grade 1 for teaching, 
placing Woodroffe in the top four per 
cent of schools nationally. 

Lead inspector Paul Scott said he had 
never seen so many outstanding lessons 
in an inspection. 

The report, which is published this 
week, described Woodroffe as “highly 
successful” with “clear ambitions to de¬ 
velop further”. 

“Progress is now outstanding as the 
large majority of teaching is good or 
outstanding. Teaching at its best is truly 
inspiring and students are able to ex¬ 
plain how many of the teachers work 
with them to ensure they are successful 
and enjoy the experience of learning,” 
the report added. 

The inspectors were also particularly 
impressed with the students, writing: 
“By the time students leave the school 
in the sixth form, they are well-rounded 
young adults who are ready and willing 
to contribute to the wider community 
with a broad outlook on life.” 

The report also mentioned that stu¬ 
dents’ behavior in lessons was “excep¬ 
tional” and that their artistic, sporting, 
cultural, moral and spiritual develop¬ 


ment was “outstanding”. 

In his letter to the school following 
the inspection, Mr Scott said: “Overall, 
you make outstanding progress and at¬ 
tainment is high. Your behaviour is out¬ 
standing and sixth form students are 
excellent role models in the school. 

“You make the most of the many 
sporting, art and cultural opportunities. 
Teaching in the school is outstanding 
overall. The best of lessons are inspir¬ 
ing and teachers support you well.” 

Heateacher Dr Richard Steward said 
he was “absolutely delighted” by the in¬ 
spection report. 

“It recognises both the hard work of 
Woodroffe’s exceptionally dedicated 
staff and celebrates the achievements 
and maturity of its students,” he said. 

“I was particularly pleased by the in¬ 
spectors’ recognition of the strong focus 
on learning in the school, as well as 
their praise for the exceptional behav¬ 
iour seen in lessons and around the 
school. 

“Governors, staff and students are all 
very proud of Woodroffe and it is a 
pleasure to see the work of the school 
publicly acknowledged in this way.”

Director Jim Pettifer decided it was 
too near the production to try and re¬ 
cast. 

"We are very sorry to let our loyal 
supporters down," added Mr 


Humphrey."We always strive to put on 
a high-quality production and, after 
much soul-searching, the committee 
concluded that it would be too risky 
to try and put on a one-act play in¬ 
stead. 

"However, we do hope to put this 
play on sometime in the future. The 
autumn production - whatever is se¬ 
lected, is always very difficult to cast."

No need to'rock the boat' 
at Lyme medical centre 


■ I READ the legal notice in the medical centre at Lyme 
Regis regarding Dr Conway’s predicament with great 
sadness and a strong feeling of potential loss. 

Dr Conway is passionate about and totally dedicated to 
his work and, perhaps more importantly, he is an excep¬ 
tional doctor who provides a professional, caring, trans¬ 
parent personal service to all of his patients. 

My wife, Ann, and I have had a series of medical prob¬ 
lems over recent years (emanating no doubt from the over 
70s territory) and Dr Conway has been a great comfort 
throughout. 

In 2005 I had a totally unexpected and serious heart at¬ 
tack, which left only two third of my heart muscle func¬ 
tioning properly. Dr Conway has always been supportive 
and effective in this respect. We benefited from his coun¬ 
sel on the inevitable emotional pressures arising from 
such a sudden set back and his vital role (in close co-op¬ 
eration with my cardiologist) in monitoring progress and 
adjusting treatment and medication as required.

Dr Conway gave Ann and I the confidence to deal with 
the “unknown” following my heart attack. He was always 
there when needed! 

The Lyme Regis Medical Centre does a wonderful job 
for the community in general, thanks to the leadership 
and professionalism of Dr Conway (and his staff) and all 
of the patients and their families will be devastated to 
know that Dr Conway may not be able to offer his serv¬ 
ices to the community in future.

an interest in the property. However, our medical centre 
works and it makes no sense to rock the boat. 

Dr Conway has unselfishly applied tremendous efforts 
to establish the success and reputation of the medical cen¬ 
tre and it is entirely unreasonable for Dr Conway to lose 
his position in the community - and indeed for the com¬ 
munity to lose his exceptional skills and services.

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Book recounts 
war-time race 
riot in the Square 


A NEW book, described as a 
“drama-documentary”, recounts one 
of the most disturbing war-time inci¬ 
dents in Lyme Regis. 

Prior to the D-Day landings hun¬ 
dreds of American GIs were sta¬ 
tioned in the town and on the night 
that Jimmy Cagney entertained the 
troops in the Marine Theatre there 
was a riot in The Square between the

white and black troops. 

The book, written by former Lyme 
Regis resident Alan Dearling, is 
called “The Lriendly Invasion” and 
combines fact with fiction in telling 
a series of stories about the impact of 
the GIs on Lyme and its people. 


The riot did happen but was 
quickly hushed up by the authorities. 
In the book, however, the author de¬ 
scribes the fighting as “bloody and 
intense”, resulting in the death of 
two black GIs who were stabbed to 
death. 

At a book signing at Serendip 
Books in Broad Street, Mr Dearling 
told the View from Lyme Regis that 
the novel was the result of consider¬ 
able research, with great help com¬ 
ing from international author John 
Lowles and Jo Draper at Lyme Regis 
Museum. 

Mr Dearling said: “Along the way 
I interviewed dozens of locals and a 
few American GIs and amassed liter¬ 
ally hundreds of books on the pe¬ 
riod.” 

One fellow writer who read the 
book before publication commented: 
“I really enjoyed the clever blend of 
fact and fiction. I think it’s a crack¬ 
ing story.”

THE year is rapidly com¬ 
ing to a close and with it 
we see a host of noisy 
celebrations. First comes 
spooky Halloween, then 
explosive Guy Fawkes, 
bright Diwali, festive 
Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas then noisy New 
Year.

priate weeing or pooing.

your pet is to think early 
and be prepared; doing 
something on Novem¬ 
ber 5th isn't sufficient 
time. There are many 
available aids to over¬ 
coming their fear, all of 
which need time to de¬ 
sensitise the pet from 
their fear. These may 
come in the form of nat¬ 
ural remedies such as 
Skullcap and Valerian, 
Rescue remedy or simi¬ 
lar products, to nu- 
traceuticals which are 
food additives known to 
calm animals. Similarly 
there are natural ap¬ 
peasing pheromones 
worn as a collar or used 
as a spray which com¬ 
fort and reassure your 
pet. All these need to be 
used in conjunction 
with training to over¬ 
come their fear. So ask 
your vet for help to pre¬ 
pare for these occasions 
as no-one wants to have 
to sedate their pets 
throughout the party 
season as it's not fair on 
them!

IN CASE you hadn't noticed that October has come around again al¬ 
ready here is a poem by Edward Thomas. 

OCTOBER 

The green elm with the one great bough of gold 
Lets leaves into the grass slip, one by one, - 
The short hill grass, the mushrooms small milk-white, 

Harebell and scabious and tormentil, 

That blackberry and gorse, in dew and sun, 

Bow down to; and the wind travels too light 
To shake the fallen birch leaves from the fern; 

The gossamers wander at their own will. 

At heavier steps than birds' the squirrels scold. 

The rich scene has grown fresh again and new 
As Spring and to the touch is not more cool 
Than it is warm to the gaze; and now I might 
As happy be as earth is beautiful, 

Were I some other or with earth could turn 
In alternation of violet and rose, 

Harebell and snowdrop, at their season due, 

And gorse that has no time not to be gay. 

But if this be not happiness, - who knows? 

Some day I shall think this a happy day, 

And this mood by the name of melancholy 
Shall no more blackened and obscured be. 

Our next poem was written by Patrick Kavanagh, who was born in the 
month of Octobe, in 1904, in County Monaghan, where he worked for 
many years on the family farm. Later, the Dublin Literary Society would 
refer to him as'That Monaghan Boy". In 1955 he survived the removal 
of a cancerous lung but died in Dublin of bronchitis in 1967. 

OCTOBER 

0 leafy yellowness you create for me 

A world that was and now is poised above time, 

I do not need to puzzle out Eternity 
As I walk this arboreal street on the edge of a town. 

The breeze, too, even the temperature 


And pattern of movement, is precisely the same 
As broke my heart for youth passing. Now I am sure 
Of something. Something will be mine wherever I am. 

I want to throw myself on the public street without caring 
For anything but the prayering that the earth offers. 

It is October over all my life and the light is staring 
As it caught me once in a plantation by the fox coverts. 

A man is ploughing ground for winter wheat 
And my nineteen years weigh heavily on my feet. 

This final verse is by Charlotte Turner Smith (1749-1806) who became 
famous when her Elegiac Sonnets were published. She had written 
them in 1783 while she was incarcerated in a debtor's prison with her 
husband and children. William Wordsworth said of her that she was a 
poet "to whom English verse is under greater obligations than are 
likely to be either acknowledged or remembered". 

WRITTEN IN OCTOBER 

The blasts of Autumn as they scatter round 
The faded foliage of another year, 

And muttering many a sad and solemn sound, 

Drive the pale fragments o'er the stubble sere, 

Are well attuned to my dejected mood; 

(Ah! better far than airs that breathe of Spring!) 

While the high rooks, that hoarsely clamouring 
Seek in black phalanx the half-leafless wood, 

I rather hear, than the enraptured lay 
Harmonious, and of Love and Pleasure born, 

Which from the golden furze, or flowering thorn 
Awakes the Shepherd in the ides of May; 

Nature delights me most when most she mourns, 

For never more to me the Spring of Hope returns!

Black was clearly the preferred colour with 31% of 
men and 30% of women respondents claiming it to 
be their favourite colour but interestingly only 14% 
of men and 12% of women actually drove a black car. 

The second favourite colour, silver was driven by 
25% of men and 24% of women while in third place 
men preferred blue with women opting for red. 

The survey also revealed that even though black 
was the favourite colour throughout Great Britain, 
silver cars dominated on the roads except in East An¬ 
glia, the South West and Yorkshire and Humberside 
where there were more blue cars on the road than 
any other colour. 

Although there is an ever increasing number of 
white cars on the road today, only 6% of respon¬ 
dents favoured the colour with just 4% actually driv¬ 
ing one. 

Craig Mailey, Marketing Director, Manheim Auc¬ 
tions said: "Colours are an important factor when 
cars come to auction. Certain colours such as black, 
silver and blue, especially metallic, can add value to 
a vehicle. Non standard, or vivid colours may seem 
like a good idea at the time but second-hand values 
may suffer as these are not favoured by used car 
dealers because the pool of buyers likely to be inter¬ 
ested in these colours is that much smaller." 

The survey was conducted by One Poll in August 
2011 with 3,000 respondents.
